BEARING OF “CASTAWAY” DECISION 

ON RIGHT TO CONTROL PRICE. 

The decision of Judge Holland, in “The 
Castaway” case, practically points out to the 
plaintiffs a technical mistake which seems to 
have been made by their legal advisers in the 
framing of the notice under which they pro¬ 
pose to protect the price of this volume, and 
in the legal handling of the suit against Snel- 
lenburg & Co. As copyright in itself does 
not concern price, it was probably an error to 
associate the price limitation with the copy¬ 
right protection. Under previous decisions 
ot the federal courts, the owner of a patent 
or copyright can avail himself of the “monop¬ 
oly” protection given under the Constitution 
to sell his goods under such limitations as he 
may desire to establish; but it does not follow 
from this that the price is a subject of copy¬ 
right. This seems to be the essence of Judge 
Holland’s decision, the text of which has not 
yet come to hand; but it is only that the 
manner or method and not the protection 
itself that is involved in this ruling. 

The copyright proprietor has the right 
to establish and enforce a contract or li¬ 
cense arrangement, which shall be binding 
so far as the contract or license extends. 
Such legal rights, though based on copy¬ 
right monopoly, must be enforced under 
the laws of contract or license, not under 
copyright laws. It may be presumed, there¬ 
fore, that the Bobbs-Merrill Company will 
“modify” their notice in “The Castaway” 


in future publications, and seek a redress 
irom the courts in case the terms of their 
contract or license are broken. While it is 
unfortunate that technical mistakes have been 
made in this case, as in the course of the liti¬ 
gation under the American Publishers’ Asso¬ 
ciation plan, it is to be noted that any seeming 
incidental defeats in the endeavor to carry out 
trade reform have been connected, not with 
the principle involved, but with the methods 
by which it was attempted to enforce, or in 
the endeavor to stretch the principle, as in the 
case of non-copyright books, beyond its 
proper and possible limits. 


THE LOTHROP, LEE & SHEPARD 
COMPANY. 

The entire assets of the Lothrop Publish¬ 
ing Company, 530 Atlantic Avenue, Boston, 
which has been in the hands of assignees 
since February 13, including stock, fixtures, 
accounts receivable, contracts and copyrights, 
have been purchased by Lee & Shepard, to¬ 
gether with the assumption of all obligations 
incurred during the management of the busi¬ 
ness by the assignees. The full amount, 
which is not given out, was paid in cash, and 
the assignees will immediately declare a sub¬ 
stantial preliminary dividend to the creditors 
o* the Lothrop Company, holding in reserve 
enough to cover matters still unsettled. The 
businesses thus combined will at once be in¬ 
corporated as the Lothrop, Lee & Shepard 
Company, with the present manager for Lee 
& Shepard, Mr. W. F. Gregory, as treasurer 
and general manager. The publications of the 
two uniting houses will be kept as usual 
through the present season and the travelling 
salesmen will make no change in their plans. 
It is also understood that both imprints will 
be retained for the future, and the two well- 
known lines will not be allowed to lose their 
identity. This community of interest will 
perpetuate the names of two of Boston’s old¬ 
est and best-known publishing houses, and 
cannot fail to result in prosperity, as it will 
give the new management the control of one 
of the largest and most attractive lines of 
juveniles. The famous “Pepper Books,” by 
“Margaret Sidney,” (Mrs. Daniel Lothrop,) 
will, of course, be at the front, and other well- 
known juveniles on the Lothrop list are the 
books by “Pansy,” Elbridge S. Brooks, W. O. 
Stoddard and others; while on the Lee & 
Shepard list are the popular books by J T 
Trowbridge, “Oliver Optic,” Elijah Kellogg, 
Edward Stratemeyer, Amanda M. Douglas 
“Sophie May,” Amy Brooks, A. T. Dudley, 
and many promising new writers. While pre¬ 
eminent in juveniles, other lines will not be 
neglected by the new corporation, and the 
Lothrop fiction, which has become notable, 
will be continued. It is probable that the 
prospective Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Com¬ 
pany will soon be installed in commodious 
new offices, centrally located. 

In 1892 occurred the death of Mr. Daniel 
Lothrop, founder of D. Lothrop & Company 
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(subsequently the D. Lothrop Company,) who 
originated a new class of literature for chil¬ 
dren and youth. In 1894, there being no 
members of the family to carry on the busi¬ 
ness, it was decided to liquidate, which was 
done in a way that called forth at the time 
universal commendation from the press—the 
family, who were the principal creditors, re¬ 
fusing to put forward their claims, waiv¬ 
ing all their rights until assured that every 
other claim was paid. This was done in full. 
The new corporation, the Lothrop Publishing 
Company, which has now consolidated with 
Lee & Shepard, had therefore no one of the 
family or name of Lothrop. 


PROGRESS IN BOOK PRODUCTION IN 
RUSSIA, 1887-1901. 


Nikolai Rubakin, in the Russkaja Myssl, 
presents a series of interesting statistics, based 
upon official data, showing the progress of 
publishing, quantitatively, in Russia during 
the fifteen years from 1887 to 1901, as follows:

From the above figures it appears that until 
1891 the demand for literature was weak, 
but that after that year the increase was de¬ 
cided—trebling from 1887 to 1901. Of course, 
an output of fifty-eight and one-half million 
books and pamphlets for a nation counting 
one hundred and thirty million inhabitants of 
which about forty millions are able to read is 
even yet not very considerable, averaging as it 
does not more than two books a year for each 
adult reader. The increase may be directly 
attributed to the development of public schools 
and education in general. In 1887 29.26 per 
cent, of the army recruits were able to read; 
in 1898 the percentage rose to 40.15.

INJUNCTION REFUSED IN “THE 
CASTAWAY” SUIT. 

Judge Holland, in the United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court at Philadelphia, last week, refused 
to grant the injunction sued for by the Bobbs- 
Merrill Company to restrain Snellenburg & 
Co., the large department store concern in 
Philadelphia, from selling copies of “The 
Castaway” for less than the advertised price 
of one dollar. 

Encouraged by the obiter dicta of Judges 
Lacombe, Parker and others, referring to the 
decisions in the Victor Talking Machine suits 
for violating the patent laws, that, inasmuch 
as the author has exclusive right to his writ¬ 
ings under the monopoly of the copyright 
granted by Congress, the conditions under 
which such property is sold, even if they tend 
to keep up the monopoly or fix prices, does 
not render them illegal, the Bobbs-Merrill 
Company proceeded lo test the law in its ap¬ 
plication to copyrights by giving the follow¬ 
ing notice in their novel, “The Castaway”: 
“The price of this book at retail is One Dol¬ 
lar net. No dealer is licensed to sell it at a 
less price, and a sale at a less price will be 
treated as an infringement of the copyright.” 

From the newspaper reports—an official 
copy of the decision has failed to come to 
hand at the time we go to press—we learn 
that Judge Holland held that the publishers’ 
notice that to sell the book for less than “One 
Dollar net” would be to violate the copyright 
laws was without authority, although the sale 
of the book for less than one dollar might be 
regarded as a violation of the publishers’ 
contract with the venders. 


JUBILEE OF A DANISH BOOK-TRADE 
JOURNAL. 

The Nordisk Boghandlertidende, the Dan¬ 
ish booktrade journal, celebrated its fiftieth 
anniversary on July 1. The forerunners of 
this excellent periodical were the booksellers’ 
order lists, (“forlangsedler,”) published 
weekly since 1829. These order lists suggested 
to O. H. Delbanco, of the firm of C. C. Lose 
& Delbanco, of Copenhagen, the idea of a 
Dansk Boghandlertidende, the first number of 
which appeared July 1, 1854. Though the 
names of several bookselling firms appeared as 
publishers, the periodical was always the pri¬ 
vate enterprise of its first editor, Mr. Delbanco. 
At the close of the first year the periodical 
was able to depend upon 246 subscribers; in 
1904 the number had been increased to 800, 
of which 375 are booksellers and the remain¬ 
der paper dealers, bookbinders and printers. 
The fact that the periodical has a number of 
subscribers in Norway and Sweden is proof 
of its excellence, because Sweden has had a 
booktrade journal—the Svensk Bokhandel- 
stidning —since 1853. In 1866, when the 
movement was afoot to unite the North¬ 
lands, . it was proposed to make Delbanco’s 
periodical the official booktrade journal for 
united Scandinavia, hence the change of the 
title to. Nordisk Boghandlertidende. Though 
the union of the Scandinavian countries was 
not realized, and notwithstanding the fact 
that a Norwegian booktrade journal was 
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started in 1879 by Freiberg and Landmark 
of Christiania —The Norsk Boghandlerti- 
dende —the Danish booktrade organ con¬ 
tinues to print reports of the Swedish 
and Norwegian booktrade, and also pre¬ 
sents regularly a complete Norwegian and 
a selected Swedish bibliography. A feat¬ 
ure of the journal is its excellent Icelandic 
bibliography edited yearly from 1869 to 1893 
by Sigurdur Jonasson, from 1893 to 1896 by 
Olafur Davidson, and since 1896 by Bogi Th. 
Melsted. After Delbanco’s death, in 1890, at 
his testamentary request, the journal became 
the property of the Boghandlerforeningen and 
was edited by C. Jespersen. In 1893 J. L. 
Lybecker, of the firm of Schuboth, became 
editor. During its career Delbanco’s journal 
has had but one competitor —Den nordiske 
Bogverden, a clever weekly that struggled 
along for a year and then gave up the ghost. 
We wish our esteemed contemporary, post 
festum, continued prosperity and an ever- 
widening circle of usefulness. 

OBITUARY. 

CHARLES WILLIAM SEVER. 

Charles William Sever, whose name was 
connected for half a century with the Univer¬ 
sity Bookstore at Cambridge, Mass., died

July 19, at Kingston. Mass. Mr. Sever was 
born in Plymouth, Mass., July 1, 1834. As a 
boy he went to Cambridge, and in 1849 en¬ 
tered the employ of John Bartlett, the author 
of “Bartlett’s Quotations,” etc., the proprietor 
of the University Bookstore, then located at 
the corner of Holyoke Street, and Harvard 
Street, now Massachusetts Avenue. Som^ years 
later Mr. Bartlett became a member of the 
firm of Little, Brown & Co., disposing of the 
bookstore to a firm formed for the purpose, 
composed of Messrs. Sever, Allyn and Fran¬ 
cis. About that time the bookstore was 
moved to the corner of Boylston Street, where 
J. H. Wyeth & Co.’s grocery store is now lo¬ 
cated. A few years later Mr. Francis died 


and Mr. Allyn withdrew to join Mr. Bacon 
in the publishing branch of the business that 
had been developed in Boston. This left the 
University Bookstore entirely to Mr. Sever. 
In 1872 the store was removed to its present 
location on Harvard Square, Mr. Sever con¬ 
ducting the business alone until 1894, when 
he associated with himself as partner George 
H. Kent, who has been conducting the busi¬ 
ness for several years. Mr. Sever, in addi¬ 
tion to looking after his large bookstore, also 
did a considerable insurance and real estate 
business. Besides this, he was president of the 
Cambridge Savings Bank, of which he had 
been a trustee since 1874 and president since 
1878, holding that position until his death. His 
firm was also the printers for the Harvard 
University until it opened a printing and pub¬ 
lication office of its own. 

Mr. Sever had been in poor health for 
nearly a year. In June he was granted a 
leave of absence from the bank, after which 
he went to his summer home, at Kingston, in 
the hope that, by taking a prolonged rest, his 
health might be brought back. Since last 
May he had been seriously ill, though death 
was not by any means expected so soon. It 
was sudden at the end. He leaves a widow 
and five children—George F., who is assistant 
professor in the electrical department at Co¬ 
lumbia University; Frank, who is with Lee, 
Higginson & Co., the Boston bankers; James 
W., a graduate of the Harvard Medical 
School and who is now connected with the 
Boston City Hospital; Misses Martha and 
Jane Sever. 

Mr. Kent has assumed full management,* 
and has made arrangements with the estate 
of Mr. Sever to conduct the business as 
heretofore until July 1, 1905, when it is ex¬ 
pected a final settlement will be made. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

James Madison Miller, for twelve or fif¬ 
teen years shipping clerk for Charles T. Dill¬ 
ingham and more recently with H. C. Holtin 
at the Christopher Street Ferry, New York, 
died suddenly at Chicago on August 4. He 
was born in New York City, February 9, 1849. 

Dr. Eduard Hanslick, a well-known mu¬ 
sical critic and author, died at Vienna, August 
7 - Dr. Hanslick was born at Prague, Sep¬ 
tember 11, 1825. He was at various times 
critic for the Wiener Zeitung, the Presse, and 
of the Neue Freie Presse. He became lec¬ 
turer on musical history and aesthetics at the 
University of Vienna in 1861, and in 1870 
was made a full professor, retiring from this 
post in 1895. Among his writings are: “Aus 
dem Concertsaal,” “Die Moderne Oper,” 
“Aufsatze fiber Musik und Musiker,” and 
“Fiinf Jahre Musik.” 

Charles Wesley Harper, the youngest son 
of Joseph Wesley Harper, the'third in senior¬ 
ity of the four founders of the firm of Har¬ 
per & Brothers, died on August 5, at Convent 
Station, N. J. Mr. Harper was born at the 
old Harper homestead in Brooklyn, at 103- 
105 Clark Street, in 1840. One of his older 
brothers, John Fletcher Harper, who was with 
the firm for a few years, died in early man¬ 
hood, in 1865, while on a visit to China. His 
oldest brother, Joseph W. Harper, generally 
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known as “Joe Brooklyn,” was taken into the 
Harper firm in 1870, and remained one of the 
senior partners until his death, July 21, 1896. 
Charles Wesley Harper always had a liking 
for country life, and his father bought for him 
when he became of age a farm of some three 
hundred acres near Morristown, N. J. He 
was with his father’s firm for a number of 
years, but in 1869 his active connection with 
the house ceased. His son, Joseph W. Har¬ 
per, has been with the firm for many years, 
and is now the buyer for Harper & Brothers. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Charles Hemstreet, author of several 
books on old New York, has become manager 
of the Burrelle Press Clipping Bureau of 
New York. 

Signor G. Fumagalli, the well-known li¬ 
brarian at the Brera, Milan, is about to bring 
out a history of printing in Italy, entitled 
“Dictionnaire Geograp'hique d’ltalie pour 
servir a l’Histoire de lTmprimerie dans ce 
Pays.” It is arranged in five sections. The 
first will indicate the localities in Italy where 
and when printing has been introduced up to 
the present time; the second will furnish bib¬ 
liographical notices of editiones principes of 
each city, town, private houses, etc.; and the 
remaining sections will deal with biographies 
of the most celebrated Italian printers, with 
statistical notices of the present state of print¬ 
ing in Italy, and with historical notices of the 
auxiliary arts of printing, such as lithography, 
engraving, paper-making, ink manufacture, 
and so forth. The price is fixed at 40 lire. 

The announcement in the London papers, 
without any comment, of a popular edition 
of the works of Mark Rutherford, edited by 
Reuben Shapcott, according to the New York 
Times Saturday Review , etc., “recalls to mind 
a romantic episode in contemporary literature 
the scene of which was laid in certain New 
York publishing houses. There was eager 
bidding in 1885 for this new English literary 
light, who, it was believed, marked the dawn 
of a new era. ‘The Autobiography of Mark 
Rutherford’ and ‘Mark Rutherford’s Deliver¬ 
ance,’ ‘edited by his friend, Reuben Shapcott,’ 
were secured and published here by Dodd, 
Mead & Co. These were followed by ‘The 
Revolution in Tanner’s Lane,’ and a novel by 
the same author called ‘Clara Hopgood.’ It 
was only recently that it was found that the 
author had concealed himself under a double 
pseudonym and that his real name was Will¬ 
iam Hale White, a Kentish gentleman. His 
last work, ‘Pages from a Journal,’ bears the 
date of four years ago.” 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The August issue of The Printing Art , 
published by the University Press, Cambridge, 
Mass., completes the third volume. It con¬ 
tains some notable examples of the high stand¬ 
ard of modern photo-engraving in its applica¬ 
tion to the illustration of silver and other art 
ware.

a Self-Made Merchant to His Son;” also, the 
concluding parts of their large and superb 
illustrated “Poultry Book,” the twelfth part 
being just ready for delivery. 

Fleming H. Revell Company have in prep¬ 
aration a new novel by Ralph Connor, (the 
Rev. Charles W. Gordon,) entitled “The 
Prospector.” The scene is laid in the “Far 
West” of Canada, in the country leading up 
to the Crow’s Nest Pass, a section of Canada 
made prominent in late years by the remark¬ 
able discoveries of gold, iron and coal, and the 
intense rivalry for railroad rights fought out 
in the Canadian Houses of Parliament. They 
have also under way a novel by Norman Dun¬ 
can, entitled “Doctor Luke of the Labrador,” 
and a new book by Frank T. Bullen, entitled 
“Denizens of the Deep,” that does for the sea 
animals what Thompson Seton has done for 
those of the woods. 

T. Fisher Unwin, London, will publish 
shortly a small volume by Professor Goldwin 
Smith, entitled “My Memory of Gladstone,” 
based on his review of Morley’s “Life of 
Gladstone,” prepared for the North American 
Reviezv last year. Professor Goldwin Smith 
was often brought into contact with Glad¬ 
stone, both socially and in the way of busi¬ 
ness, and in this volume he gives personal 
recollections, as well as a review and estimate 
of the great statesman’s career. His estimate,. 
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though generally in accordance with Mr. Mor- 
ley’s, differs from it in some respects, partic¬ 
ularly with regard to the Irish question.

Lnown lady of title and the editor the brother 
who accompanied her in her wanderings. The 
book was written both in German and in Eng¬ 
lish by the author. The sales of the German 
version, which appeared first, have already 
run into the thousands. The English edition 
promises to be equally successful. 

The Macmillan Company will publish 
next month Lafcadio Hearn’s new book, 
■“Japan: an Attempt at Interpretation.” The 
•work is described as a more elaborate and 
thorough-going attempt at an explanation of 
the Japan of to-day than Mr. Hearn’s pre¬ 
vious works; the gathering together of all the 
results of his ten years among the Japanese. 
They will publish shortly “The Life and Let¬ 
ters” of the late Professor Edward Byles 
Cowell, written by Dr. George Cowell. Pro¬ 
fessor Cowell was an intimate friend of Ed¬ 
ward FitzGerald’s, and it was he who made a 
•copy of the Ouseley ms., just before he went 
to India in 1856, and lent it to FitzGerald. 
The result was FitzGerald’s beautiful transla¬ 
tion of the Rubaiyat. They have in prepara¬ 
tion “The Diary and Letters of Madame 
D’Arblay,” (Fanny Burney,) edited by Aus¬ 
tin Dobson, to be brought out in six volumes 
with views and photogravure portraits; also, 
Maurice Hewlett’s new book, “The Road in 
Tuscany,” in two volumes, with upwards of 
200 illustrations by Joseph Pennell. Miss 
-Gwendolen Overton’s “Captains of the 
World” will be one of the first and also one 
•of the most important novels which the Mac¬ 
millan Company will publish in the autumn. 
The heroine of this story of labor and capital 
is the daughter of a capitalist who is forced by 
her father into an engagement with a degen¬ 
erate foreign prince. The hero is an honest, 
hard-working labor leader. They will publish 
for the Columbia University Press a volume 
of lectures delivered in Cooper Union by 
Professor John Bates Clark, on “The Prob¬ 
lem of Monopoly: a Study of a Grave Dan¬ 
ger and of the Natural Mode of Averting It.” 
Dr. Clark, who is professor of political econ¬ 
omy in Columbia University, and the author 
of “The Philosophy of Wealth,” “The Distri¬ 
bution of Wealth,” and “The Control of 
Trusts,” treats of the growth of corporations, 
the sources of the corporation’s “power for 
evil,” great corporations and the law, organ¬ 
ized labor and monopoly, agriculture and 
monopolies, and government monopolies. It 
is monopolies in general that he deals with, 
.and not the so-called trusts.

Judge Alton B. Parker, the Democratic 
candidate for President, is that kind of a 
man, and his judicial record shows that 
he knows a legitimate business when he 
sees it, particularly one against which a 
false cry has been started.

“ This proceeding is an attempt to establish 
the doctrine that a party who has had the copy¬ 
right of a book until it has expired, may con¬

I do not believe in 
any such doctrine, nor do my associates. 

“ The copyright law gives an author or pro¬ 
prietor a monoply of the sale of his writings 
for a definite period, but the grant of a monoply 
implies that, after the monoply has expired, 
the public shall be entitled ever afterwards to 
the unrestricted use of the book.” 

The plain truth is that G. & C. Mer¬ 
riam Co. have no more right to the name 
of Noah Webster than you have or I 
have or any one else has. I regret to 
have to use Merriams’ name in an ad¬ 
vertisement, but they have threatened 
the trade both by advertisements in this 
weekly and by circulars, and it is my de¬ 
sire to have you know the truth—not 
what they say. THEY have made the
